Air Losses 
in Vietnam 
Mounting 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U.S. loss of planes and helicop- 
ters in the Vietnam war now ex- 
ceeds Its aircraft losses In Ko- 
rea—but still is far below tho 
JVorld Warfl loll, 
v 
Pentagon figures show a total 


of 3,487 U.S. Helfcoptelrs and 
fixed-wing planes have been de- 
stroyed In Vietnam. 


In the Korean War, the total 


was 3,001, virtually all airplanes 
since helicopters were used In 
that war to a relatively Inslgnlf- 
icantdegree. 


The United States recorded 


27,137 aircraft losses to enemy 
action In World War II. Figures 
were not available, but losses as 
a result of accidents and other 
noncombal causes probably ran 
Into many thousands. 


The total for fixed wing air- 


craft lost In the Vietnam war 
reached 2,007 last week. The 
number of helicopters destroyed 
in both combat and noncombat 
operations came to 1,480.

it is. 


The revelation that Hocker- 


Smith, Dozier and Thomas, the 
Little Rock advertising agency 
that designed and coordinated 
the project, tod received a 15 
per cent commission on the cost 
of 
constructing 
the 
project, 


caused a furor at the commis- 
sion's meeting. 


William G. Conley, Rockefel- 


ler's press secretary, told the 
commission 
that Arthur Pugh 


and Associates of Houston, the 
contractor for the exhibit, in- 
formed him that the only things 
the Hockersmith firm had pro- 
vided were three color photo- 
graphs of the proposed Little 
Rock municipal air terminal. 


"Our 
contribution has been 


the entire concept^- the original 
concept — with mockup of the 
map, ^nd the concept of return- 
Ing the entire map for place « 
ment in the rotunda of the 
Capitol for use for years to 
come," said Thomas C. Hocker- 
smith, president of the firm. 


The pavilion cost $150,000 txjt 


the construction cost was only 
$90,000. Hockersrnith's firm is 
to get $13,500. 


The Hockersmith firm is not 


mentioned in the commission's 
contract with Pugh. However, a 
hand-written contract between 
the agency and Pugh provides 
for payment of the 15 per cent 
commission.
